70 Guns and 400 Men was loft near the Fort of St. Ju- 
lian ; and a Tranfport Ship was wreck’d near the Caftle 
of Belem. *

Madrid, Marchi1. The King, before his departure, 
gave Orders for all the Effeéts belonging to Mer- 
chants, that came in the Amirante of the Fleet of Buc- 
nos Ayres, to be delivered to them without ceiay. 
His Majefty has nominated for his Aides de,Camp, the 
Duke de Bejar, and his Brother Don Pedr6 Antonio de 
Zuniga, the Count de Caftaneda, the Marquefs of Ja- 
maica, the Countde Colmenar, the Count de St. Efte- 
van de Gormaz, the Marquefs d’ Ariza, the Marquefs 
of Lancarote, Don Alonzo Manrigte, and the Com- 
mandeur Ruffo. The 4th. of this Month the Xing 
went from hence on Horfeback, accompanied by a 
great number of Lords and with his ufwal Guard, the 
Moufquetaires and Archers were richly cloath’d, and 


the Rear of his Retinue was clos’d by 200 Irifh Dra-_. 
goons. From the Palace and the Puente Segoviana to. 


the Venta d’Alcorcon which is a League from this 
Gity, the Road was lin’d on each fide with Coaches 
fill’d with Perfons of Quality, and with a prodigious 
Crow’'d of People on Horfeback and afoot that fllockd 


together to fee his Majefty, and as he pafs'd through 


them they made loud Acclamations, and gave hima 
thoufand good withes. Half a League from this City 
the King took Coach, andat Night arriv’d at Moftoles. 
The 6th. he went to Cafarrubios, the 7th. to Fuenfa- 
lida, the 8th to Cevolla,and the 9th to Talavera, where 
he was prefent at a Bull Feaft which the’ Gentlemen of 
thofe Parts had prepar’d againft his coming.’ The ways 
all along were crowded with People that came far and 
wide to get 2 fight of him, and he has made himfelf the 
Delight of his Subje&s, as well by his Application to 
Bufinefs as by his Piety in vifiting the Churches of eve- 
ry Place through which he paffés. Prince Tferclaesde 
Tilly came hither from Badajos to confer with the 
Duke of Berwick on the Operations of the Campaign, 
and is gone back to Badajos. The Duke of Berwick is 
gone to Alcantara with the Sieur de Puyfegur. There 
is Advice from Africk, that the Kingof Morocco’s eldeft 
Son, having defeated. his Father’s Army, has poflefsd 
himfelf of fhe City of Morroco.

The 
Duke of Seffa is made Captain of one of the 4 Com- 
panies of Life-Guards. We learn by a Courter difpatch’d 
from Cadix-who arriv’d e.17th, That the Capitane of 
the Fleet of Buenos Ayres, who was feparated in the 
Voyage from the Amirante, was attack’d by 2 Englith 
Frigates, and the Captain not finding himfelf able to 
refiit them ran his Ship aground ona Sand Bank neat 
Faro, [The Bruffels Gazette of April 8. fays this Ship was 
ran ajbore near Ayamonte] and getting his Men afhore fent 
to Port St. Mary for Succours. The Marquefs de Vil- 
ladarias, who was there, immediately fent off 30 arm’d 
Barks and 2 Tartans, who in fight of. the Enemy help’d. 
to unlade the Silver and the Merchandize, which they 
carried fafe off.

Tis reported however, that the Prefident of Caftile,had 
mov’d the King to call the Cortes or Eftates of the King- 
dom, but the Grandees who are beft affe&ted to his 
Catholick Majefty, have reprefented to him that it may 
be of dangerous Confequence for the Cortes to meet in 
the prefenc Jun&ure of Affairs. The Letters from 
Madrid of the 22d Ult. advife that there is no likeli- 
hood of the King’s entring upon AGion againft Portu- 


gal till the end of this Month ; becaufe he refolves not 


to put himfelf at the Head of his Army, tiil he has 
view'd feveral places in Caftile, Andaloufia, Eftrama- 
dura, and Galicia. 4
